Losing Eastern Trade

Washington, October 12.—A marked 

characteristic of the export trade of the 
United States in recent monthe is a re- 
duction in the value of exports to China 
and Japen. The total values of mer- 
chandise exported’ to China in the eight 
months ending with August, 1906, ig but 
$22,000,000, against $42,000,000 in the 
corresponding months of 1905, and to 
Japan $21,000,000, against $39,000,000 
in the eame months of 1908. while to 
Asia es a whole the exports are but 
658,000,000, as against $96,000, in the 
corresponding months of |90S5. 
The cause of this startling reduction 
in China, the report gives as two abnor- 
mal conditions of demand, namely, the 
Russo-Japandse war practically closing 
the northern part of China to !tmporta- 
tions, resulting in unusually large orders 
immediately afterwards, and the order 
of the Chinese provincial governments 
for copper for colnage, the United States 
being the largest copper-producing coun- 
try in the world. In Japan a return to 
ordinary conditions also is the explana- 
tion given for the reduction of exports 
to Japan.

Letter of Editor Accepting the 
Parh's Nomination 


He‘Says That the Membership uf 
the Party Is Resolved Still to 
Be Ruled by the Princi- 
plee of Jackson and 
- Jefferson. 


Elmira, N. Y., October 12.—Willlam 
Randolph Hearst today formally accepted 
the democratic nomination for governor 
of New York state, in a letter addressed 
to W. J, Conners, chairman of the demo- 
cratic state committee, and made public 
here. this afternoon. The letter says in 
part: 

“I accept the nomination of the dem- 
ocratic party, bearing in mind the record 
of that great party in the past and know- 
ing that the membérship of the party 
ig determined still to be ruled by the 
principles of Jefferson and Jackson and 
guided by democracy’s ideal, the great- 
est good for the greatest number. 

“True democrats must stand with Jef- 
ferson and Jackson for the best interests 
of the whole citizenship rather than for 
the selfish interests of any party, class 
or individual seeking for special privi- 
leges. 

Line Is Drawn. 

“It cannot be denied that certain in- 
dividuals and classes have at times se- 
cured control of the machinery of the 
democratic party, and attempted to use 
it for their own personal or class profit. 
The duty of true democrats is to deprive 
of all authority within the party those 
who represent only special interests, and 
who seek to promote such interests at 
the expense of the general welfare, 

“The democratic convention at Buffalo 
did this thing in a most conscientious 
and effective manner. Democrats, s0- 
called, but seeking after special privileges 
in reality, were driven over into the re- 
publican party where those of their class 
flourish. 

“The line is now clearly drawn. be- 
tween special privileges on one hand, and 
equal opportunity on the other. 

“The property rights of every man and 
of every organization of any kind must 
be respected, but today as in the days of 
Jackson, it is necessary to declare that 
no power shall rise up greater than the 
government or menacing the government.

“I accept the nomination of the de- 
mocracy proudly, as I recall the great 
names from Jefferson to Tilden, that the 
party has honored and that have honored 
the party. I accept the nomination 
giadly, realizing the opportunity for use- 
ful work which js offered today to all 
of those that may be elected to office as 
servants of the people and anxious to 
deserve the confidence of the people. 

‘I promise faithfully, if elected, to de 
all that I can as a citizen of the United 
States in office, to realize and apply the 
great principles of the historic demo- 
cratic party. 

“And I pledge myself to work with

| Act Creating Ben Hill County Received the Largest 


Majority--Complete Returns Canvassed. 
Other News of State Interest. 


S having completed the consolidation 
of election returns from the various 
counties on the vote for the three con- 
stitutional amendments submitted to the 
people for ratification at the general 
election on October 3, Governor Terrell 
on yesterday issued proclamations offi- 
clally declaring that the amendments had 
been ratified by the votes of the people 
and are now parts of the constitution of 
the state. These amendments were for 


the creation of the court of appeals; to 
authorize the legislature to create ad- 
ditional superior court judges and to cre- 
ate the county of Ben Hill. 

In his proclamation in regard to the 


court of appeals Governor Terrell directs 
that an election shall be held on Novem- 
ber 6 for the election of three judges for 
the new court, the managers of the con- 
gressional elections to be held on that 
day to act as supervisors of the election 
of judges of the court of appeals. ‘The 
secretary of state is to canvass the re- 
turns and declare elected as judges the 
three candidates receiving the largest 
vote, and such returns are to be made out 
in duplicate, one set to be filed with the 
governor, the other with the secretary 
of state.

Railroad Commission Decisions. 

The state railroad commission on 
yesterday . handed down a number 
of decisions in matterg heretofore 
argued before them. Upon the petition 
of the Augusta Ice Company that addi- 
tiona] time should be granted for the un- 
loading of coaj cars before the railroads 
should be allowed to charge demurrage, 
the commission ruled that the time now 
allowed for such unloading—forty-eight 
hours—should be extended to sixty hours. 

The same rates of freight on all classes 
from Savannah to Griffin as are now 


charged from Savannah to Atlanta were/| 


authorized by the commission, the matter 
having been brought before it upon the 
petition of merchants of Groffin. The 
average reduction in rates will be about 
4 per cent under the new rule. 

In regard to the number of miles 
which a freight car must be hauled in 
the agpace of twenty-four hours, the 
commission ruled that the old mileage 
rate of 50 miles in twenty-four hours, 
allowing twenty-four hours for train- 
making and shifting at junctions and 


terminals, was restored, the commission 


being convinced by the statements of the 
railroad officials at the hearing last 
week that the recently prescribed mint- 
mum. of 75 miles per day was imprac- 
ticable under existing circumstances. The 
75 miles per day rule was never put into 
effect. 

An order was issued to the Macon and 
Birmingham railroad and the Central of 
Georgia railway to submit plans for a 
new depot at Harris, Meriwether county, 
the junction point of these two roads. 

The Southern railway was also ordered 
to submit plans for a depot at William- 
son, in Pike county. 

The Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlantic 
railroad was notified that a hearing 
would be had at the next meeting, on

being prescribed. At the next meeting 
of the commission the Milltown Air Line 
railroad will apply to the cOmmission for 
authority to charge 5 cents per mile for 
passengers. 

Hearing upon the application of D. F. 
McClatchey for a reduction of fare on 
the Atlanta Northern railway from At- 
lant to Marietta was reassigned for the 
meeting of October 24. 

The commission atted adversely on the 
petition of the Atlanta freight bureau for 
a reduction of the rate on fertilizers 
from Savannah to Atlanta, the petitioner 
praying that the rate be reduced from 
$2.70 per ton to $2.05 per ton. 

Alleging that the railroads were dfs- 
criminating against Augusta in favor of 
Atlanta in the matter of rates upon mat- 
‘tresses between th0Ose points, the Au- 
gusta Mattress Company filed a com- 
plaint with the commission, asking that 
the matter be investigated. The manager 
of the Augusta company complainedj that 
he had sold a large number of mat- 
tresses in Savannah, and upon applying 
to the Central of Georgia railway for a 
rate on them, was quoted a rate of 37 
cents per hundred pounds, the rate from 
Atianta to Savannah, a distance greater 
by i63 miles, was only 7 cents more 
than the rate from Augusta to’ Savan- 
nah.
